Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  In  submitting  for  your  con- 
sideration and  approval,  the  Second  Annual  Report  of 
the  work  of  the  Library,  for  the  year  ending-  October 
18th,  1909. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  year  Under  review 
has  been  one  of  steady  progress.  The  News  and  Read- 
ing Rooms  have  been  better  patronised  than  during  the 
previous  year,  the  number  of  Borrowers  has  increased, 
and  a  larger  number  of  books  lias  been  issued  in  both  the 
Lending  and  Reference  Departments.  This  is  as  it 
should  be,  and  affords  a  striking  testimony  of  the  useful- 
ness and   popularity  of  our  municipal   Public  Library. 

Stock. — The   stock   of   9,294  volumes  .shown   in   lasl 
v\     year's    report    has    been    increased    by    the    purchase    of 
JC;     429  volumes,  including  replacements,  and  the  present- 
ation of  49  volumes.  The  total  stock,  which  now  numbers 
9753   volumes,   is   classified   as   follows  :

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  with- 
draw and  replace  with  new  copies  19  popular  works 
of  Fiction,  which,  through  constant  use  had  become  unfit 
for  further  circulation,  and  rebind  704  volumes  which 
had  become  shabby  through  the  same  cause.  The  stock, 
is,  however  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  notice  how  Careful  readers  are,  on  the  whole,, 
to  preserve  the  books  and  keep  them  from  harm.  The 
amount  received  for  damages,  etc.,  during  the  past 
'twelve  months  amounted  to  lis.  Id. 

Issues. — The  Lending  and  Reference  Libraries  were 
open  for  the  issue  of  books  on  308  days,  including  54 
days  when  these  departments  were  closed  at  12  noon. 
The  total  recorded  issue  of  volumes  in  both  departments 
was  68,026  as  compared  with  66,788  for  the  previous 
year,  showing  an  increase  of  1,238,  as  follows  : —

Lending  Library.— The  Lending  Library  received 
additions  to  the  number  of  350  volumes,  the  total  stock 
in  this  department  now  being  7416  volumes.  The  num- 
ber of  books  issued  was  64145  volumes,  as  compared 
with  63439  for  the  previous  year,  or  an  increase  of  70(3 
volumes.  626  new  tickets  were  issued,  and  124  were 
cancelled.  The  actual  number  of  Borrowers  now  en- 
rolled is  3,442,  1200  being  Burgesses,  2.224  Non- 
Burgesses,  and  18  Non -Residents.  The  privilege  of 
allowing  readers  an  extra  ticket  for  non-fictional  works 
has  been  much  appreciated,  228  of  these  Extra,  or 
Student's  Tickets,  being  now  in  use. 

Reference  Library. — This  important  section  of  the 
Library  has  been  very  well  used,  the  issue  of  books  being 
3881  volumes,  as  compared  with  3349  for  the  previous 
year.  This  issue  does  not  include  references  mad^  to 
Directories,  etc.,  which  are  kept  in  the  Magazine  Room, 
and  of  which  no  record  is  kept.  The  85  volumes  added 
to  this  Department  during  the  year  included  among  other 
notable  works,  "  The  Dictionary  of  National  Biography  " 
22  vols  ;  "  Cambridge  History  of  English  Literature  " 
vols.  1-3;  "Modern  Practical  Carpentry,"  and  "Modern 
Practical  Joinery,"  by  Ellis.  2  vols.;  "Dictionary  of 
Christian  Antiquities,"  by  Smith  and  Cheetham,  2  vols.  ; 
"  Technical  Methods  of  Chemical  Analysis,"  by  Lunge 
and  Keen,  2  vols.;  Seyfert's  "Dictionary  of  Classical 
Antiquities,"  revised  and  edited  by  Nettleship  and 
Sandys;  Boulton's  "Practical  Coal  Mining,"  6  vols. 
and  vol.  6  "New  English  Dictionary,"  edited  by  Sir.  J. 
A.  H.  Murray.  The  Reference  Library  contains  some 
expensive  and  very  useful  works,  but  many  more  must 
still  be  added  before  we  can  claim  to  have  anything 
like   a  really   good   working  reference   library. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms  are  supplied 
with  17  daily,  49  weekly,  34  monthly,  and  2  quarterly 
periodicals,  etc.  The  rooms  are  well  patronised  and 
the  attendances  are  on  the  increase. 

Finance.— The  Library  Rate  of  Id.  in  the  pound, 
levied  for  the  support  of  the  Library  produced  £435. 
Other  cash  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  £49  5s.  7d.

Miscellaneous.  —  114  books  were  bespoken  by 
readers,  and  618  applications  were  made  for  overdue 
books,  64  of  which  were  made  personally  by  members 
of  the  staff,  and   554  by  post. 

Library  Association. — By  your  kind  permission  I 
attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Library  Association 
held  at  Sheffield,  in  September  last,  and  submitted  a 
report  of  the  proceedings  at  the  October  Meeting  of  the 
Committee.  The  subjects  dealt  with  were  all  bearing 
upon  important  branches  of  Public  Library  affairs,  and 
some  extremely  able  papers  were  contributed  by  Librar- 
ians   and    others . 

Donations. — Some  interesting  and  valuable  donations 
have  been  received  during  the  year.  The  thanks  of  the 
Committee  have  been  tendered  to  all  donors,  a  list  of 
whom  is  embodied  in  this  report. 

Library  Catalogue  and  Library  Circular. — Only  about 
50  copies  of  the  first  catalogue,  published  two  years  ago, 
remain  unsold,  and  a  new  and  revised  edition  is  now  in 
course  of  preparation.  This  is  being  proceeded  with  as 
quickly  as  circumstances  permit,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be 
ready  for  publication  sometime  during  1910.  During  the 
year  the  "  Library  Circular  "  has  been  published  regu- 
larly each  quarter  and  has  proved  exceedingly  useful  as 
a  means  of  acquainting  readers  of  the  books  added  to 
the  Library  from  time  to  time,  and  of  the  work  of  the 
Library  generally.  During  the  coming  year  efforts  will 
be  made  to  introduce  new  features,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  make  the  "  Circular  "  still  more  useful  and  in- 
teresting. 

Half  Hour  Talks.— During  the  year  twelve  Half- 
Hour  Talks  were  delivered  at  the  Library  and  were 
attended  by   1016  persons.     The  Talks  were  held  fort- 


nightly,  on  Thursday  evenings,  and  again  proved  to  be 
very  popular.

Photographic  Exhibition.— On  June  21st,  1909,  an 
Exhibition  of  work  done  by  local  photographers  was 
opened  by  His  Worship,  the  Mayor  of  Batley,  Councillor 
F.  W.  Akeroyd,  J. P.,  and  remained  open  until  July 
21st,  1909.  The  Exhibition  was  inspected  by  over 
5300  persons,  including  about  1800  scholars  from  the 
schools  in  the  Borough,  who  paid  special  visits  with 
their  teachers.  The  Exhibition  proved  so  successful 
that  efforts  will  be  made  to  hold  another  during  the 
coming   summer. 

Reading  Circles.— Two  Reading  Circles  in  connection 
with  the  Library  have  been  formed  and  are  meeting 
monthly  at  the  Library,  and  there  is  every  likelihood  of 
a  third  circle  being  formed  during  the  next  few  days. 
It  is  too  early  as  yet  to  say  much  about  the  work  of 
these  circles,  but  judging  from  the  enthusiasm  displayed 
so  far,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  they  will 
produce   good   results . 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  thank  you  for  your  kind 
help   and   encouragement   throughout   the   year.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Library  during-  the  year  ending  Oct.    18th,  1910. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  in  this  report 
that  the  Library  continues  to  be  well  patronised  by  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Borough,  and  that  the  literature  provided 
is  fully  appreciated. 

Stock. — The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  on 
Oct.  19th.  1909,  was  9,753.  During  the  past  year  this  number 
has  been  increased  by  389  volumes,  301  of  which  were 
purchased,  and  88  presented.  The  total  number  of  volumes 
now  in  the  possession  of  the  Committee  is  10.142;  7,669  being 
in  the  Lending  Department,  2.246  in  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment, and   223  duplicates   t:>   be   used   later   as   replacements.

37  volumes  on  account  of  their  soiled  and  imperfecl 
condition  were  withdrawn  from  circulation  and  replaced  by 
the  Committee,  and  12  volumes  damaged,  were  paid  for  by 
borrowers.  499  volumes  were  rebound  by  the  Library  hook- 
binders,  while  a  Large  number  of  minor  repairs  were  done 
on  the  premises  by  the  Library  staff,  the  repairing  of  books 
being-  one  of  the  daily  duties  of  the  'assistants. 

Issues. — The  Lending-  and  Reference  Departments  were 
open  for  the  issue  and  return  of  books  on  307  days,  in- 
cluding 56  days  when  these  departments  were  closed  at  12 
noon.  The  total  recorded  issue  from  both  departments  was 
(56.069  volumes,  as  compared  with  68,0-26  for  the  previous 
year,  a  decrease  of  1,857  volumes  as  follows  :—

This  decrease  was  not  altogether  unexpected.  When  the 
Library  was  opened  three  years  ago  a  very  large  number 
of  borrowers  were  enrolled,  and  it  was  then  anticipated  that 
a  great  many  of  those  who  had  joined  the  library  would 
cease  to  use  it  after  the  novelty  had  worn  off,  and  as  a  result 
there  would  be  a  big  decline  in  our  issue.  I  am  glad  to 
report  however,  that  while  some  readers  have  left  us,  we 
have  been  able  to  retain  fully  four-fifths  of  our  original 
members  and  that  at  the  present  time  we  have  just  about 
100  borrowers  less  than  we  had  at  the  end  of  our  first  year. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  1907.  200.883  volumes 
have  been  issued,  giving  an  average  of  66,961  volumes  per 
year,  an  issue  which  may  be  considered  very  satisfactory 
indeed  for  a  town  the  size  of  ours.

Lending  Department. — The  stock  in  the  Lending  De- 
partment now  comprises  7,669  volumes,  an  increase  of  253 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  volume-  circulated  from  this 
department  was  (52. 05(5.  as  compared  with  64.145  for  the 
previous  year,  a  decrease  of  2,080  volumes.  The  decrease 
it  will  be  noticed  by  referring  to  Table  2.  occurs  chiefly  in 
the  Fiction  class,  the  number  issued  being  3.144  less  than 
that  of  the  previous  year.  It  will  also  be  observed  that 
there  was  a  substantia]  increase  in  the  number  of  Juvenile 
Works  circulated.  This  issue  could  be  si  ill  further  increased 
if  the  privilege  to  borrow  hooks  was  extended  to  children 
under  14  year-  of  age.  I  would  suggest  that  during  the 
coming  year  the  matter  of  lowering  the  age  at  which  children 
are  allowed  to  make  use  of  the  Library  be  considered  by  the 
Committee,  and  an  endeavour  made  to  provide  an  adequate 
supply  of  suitable  books  for  the  young  people  of  the  Borough. 

Borrowers.     The  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  in  force 

on  Oct.  18th.  1910.  was  3.213.  This  number  includes  290 
Students'  Tickets,  and  14  tickets  granted  to  persons  residing 
outside  the  Borough.  The  actual  number  of  borrowers  re- 
siding- within  the   Borough   is   2,909.

Overdue  Books. — It  was  found  necessary  to  make  594 
applications  by  post  asking  for  the  return  of  'nooks  kept 
beyond  the  time  allowed,  and  (57  personal  applications  when 
the  postal  applications  proved  ineffective.  95  books  were 
bespoken  by   readers    as    allowed    under   rule    19. 


Donations. — Some  useful  donations  of  books,  pamphlets, 
etc.,  were  received,  and  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Committee 
were  conveyed  to  all  donors.  Acknowledgement  is  again  due 
and  is  now  accorded  to  the  Editors  of*  the  local  newspapers 
for  their  courtesy  in  publishing,  from  time  to  time,  news 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Library. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  be 
well  patronised.  Although  no  actual  count  has  been  made 
of  the  number  of  people  who  use  the  rooms,  it  is  estimated 
by  the  large  numbers  who  visit  them  each  day  that  the 
attendances  are  on  the  increase. 

No  change  of  any  note  has  been  made  in  the  list  of 
Newspapers  and  Periodicals  supplied   to  the  rooms.

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Water  Colour  Exhibition. — A  very  successful  exhibition 
of  Water  Colour  paintings  was  held  at  the  Library  during 
the  month  of  June.  The  opening  ceremony,  at  which  His 
Worship  the  Mayor,  Mr.  John  Stubley,  J.  P. ,  presided,  was 
performed  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Fawkes,  J. P.,  C.C.,  of  Farnley 
Hall,  who  gave  a  delightful  address  on  J.  M.  W.  Turner, 
and  also  very  kindly  lent  three  original  water  colour  sketches 
by  the  famous  artist.  The  Mayoress,  with  her  customary 
thoughtfulness,  kindly  provided  tea  for  the  invited  guests, 
in  the  Town  Hall.  About  150  water  colour  paintings,  in- 
cluding examples  by  Herkomer,  Turner,  Birket  Foster,  D. 
Cox,  Clarkson  Stanfield,  P.  Sykes,  and  other  artists  of  repute, 
and  800  excellent  lantern  slides  were  on  view,  all  of  which 
were  much  admired  by  the  5.100  people  who  attended  the 
exhibition.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee  were  tendered  to 
all  who  kindly  lent  pictures  and  slide's  and  assisted  to  make 
the  exhibition  so  successful. 

New  Catalogue. — In  my  last  Report  I  mentioned  that 
the  first  edition  of  the  Library  catalogue  was  about  sold  out 
and  that  a  new  and  revised  edition  was  in  preparation 
and  would  be  published  during  the  year.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  new  catalogue  is  now  in  the  press  and  will, 
it  is  expected,  be  in  the  hands  of  our  readers  by  the  end 
of  January. 

Reading  Circles. — During  last  winter  two  Reading  Circles 
were  formed,  and  met  monthly  at  the  Library.  The  subjects 
studied  were  "  Poverty  and  the  State  "  and  "  Old  Roman 
Life,"  the  former  circle  being  led  by  Mr.  N.  L.  Frazer,  M. A. 
and  Mr.  S.  D.  Jones,  and  the  latter  by  Mr.  W.  P.  White 
and  Mr.  J.  H.  Wilman.  Both  circles  were  very  successful. 
Some  extremely  interesting  papers  were  read  and  discussed, 
and  the  meetings  proved  very  enjoyable  in  every  way.  The 
best  thanks  of  the  Library  Committee  are  due  to  the  gentle- 
men named  above  for  their  kindness  in  acting  as  leaders 
and  taking   such    a   keen    interest   in   the   circles. 

Library  Association. — Through  your  kind  permission  I 
attended  the  Library  Association  Conference  held  at  Exeter 
during  the  week  commencing  Monday,  Sept.  5th,  under  the 
Presidency  of  Dr.  F.  (!.  Kenyon,  the  distinguished  Librarian 
of  the  British  Museum.  A  full  report  of  the  proceedings 
of  this  conference  and  also  of  the  interesting  papers  read 
and  discussed,  was  submitted  to  the  Library  Committee  at 
their    October    meeting. 
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Staff. — James  H.  Shaw,  the  Senior  Assistant,  resigned 
in  June  to  take  up  duties  in  the  office  of  the  Borough 
Accountant,  and  his  place  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Miss  A.  E.  Newsome.  Mr.  A.  Moody,  who  held  the  post 
of  Caretaker  since  Oct,  1908.  had,  T  am  sorry  to  report,  to 
relinquish  his  position  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  in  his 
place  Mr.  Nelson  Howard  was  appointed.

The  stock  is  in  good  condition,  although  many  Juvenile 
books  and  works  of  Fiction  are  now  showing  signs  of 
wear  and  will  have  to  be  replaced  shortly.  During  the  past 
twelve  months  323  volumes  were  rebound,  284  being  from 
the  Lending  Department  and  39  from  the  Reference  Library. 
The  amount  paid  by  borrowers  for  damages,  Ac.  to  books 
was  15s. 


Issues. — I  have  again  to  record  a  further  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  books  issued,  but  this.  1  Hi  ink,  c  largely  due 
to  the  exceptionally  tine  summer  we  have  bad,  which  induced 
readers  to  spend  more  time  out  of  doors,  and  consequently 
less  in  reading,  and  the  excitement  of  the  General  Election 
at  the  end  of  1910.  The  number  of  volumes  issued  from  the 
Lending  and  Reference  Departments  was  61,255,  as  compared 
with  66,069  for  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  volumes 
issued  in  the  various  classes  during  the  years  1909-1910  and

Library  Catalogues. — The  Catalogue  of  the  books  in  the 
Lending  Department,  upon  which  the  .staff  were  engaged  for 
a  considerable  time,  was  published  in  February,  but  I  regret 
to  report  that,  although  the  price  was  fixed  at  a  figure  low 
enough  to  bring  it  within  the  reach  of  every  borrower,  the 
sales  have  been  extremely  disappointing,  only  332  copies 
having  been  sold  in  eight  months.  In  September  a  brief 
catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  Reference  Department  was 
issued,  and  this  is  being  distributed  gratis  to  adult  readers, 
and  to  purchasers  of  the  Lending  Library  Catalogue. 

Reference  Department. — 104  volumes  were  added  to  the 
Reference  Department  during  the  year.  Against  this  number 
however,  must  be  deducted  6  volumes  which  were  withdrawn 
from  circulation,  and  20  volumes  which  were  transferred  to 
the  Lending  Department,  making  the  net  additions  to  this 
Department  78  volumes.  The  Reference  Library  stock  now 
numbers  1,109  volumes.  The  issues  during  the  year  were 
3,324  volumes,  a  decrease  of  689  as  compared  with  the  issue 
for  the  preceding  year. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms,  which  are  open 
daily  from  8-30  a.m.  till  9-30  p.m.,  continue  to  be  well 
attended.  Several  interesting  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  list  of  periodicals  supplied  to  the  Magazine  Room,  the 
chief  being  "  Century  Magazine,"  "T.  P's  Magazine,"  "Cornhill 
Magazine,"  "  Les  Annales,"  and  "Die  Woche."  110  Periodi- 
cals are  now  supplied  to  the  Reading  Rooms,  17  being  Dailies, 
55  Weeklies,  36  Monthlies,  and  2  Quarterlies. 

Donations. — Cordial  thanks  have  been  tendered  to  the 
various  donors  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  newspapers,  during 
the  past  year,  and  a  list  of  those  who  have  presented  books, 
&c,  is  appended. 

Library  Association. — I  attended  the  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Library  Association  held  at  Perth,  in  September,  under 
the  Presidency  of  Sir  John  A.  Dewar,  Bart.,  M. P.  A  report 
of  the  proceedings  was  submitted  to  the  Committee  at  their 
September  meeting,  and  a  copy  of  the  report  was  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Committee  in  October. 

Reading  Circles. — Two  Reading  Circles  were  again  or- 
ganised and  met  monthly  at  the  Library  during  last  Winter. 
The  subjects  dealt  with  were  "Shakespeare",  and  "Makers  of 
modern  England,"  the  former  circle  being  led  by  the  Rev. 
F.     W.     Butt-Thompson,    and     the    latter    by    Mr.     Hamilton 


Crothers.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  these 
gentlemen  for  acting  as  Leaders,  for  without  their  zealous 
co-operation  the  circles  could   not  have  been  carried  on. 

Half-Hour  Talks.— During  last  Winter  the  fourth  series 
of  Half-Hour  Talks  was  organised  and  delivered  at  the 
Library,  fortnightly,  on  Thursday  evenings.  The  Talks, 
eleven  in  number,  were  again  of  an  interesting  character,  and 
were,  I  am  pleased  to  report,  attended  in  larger  numbers 
than  during  the  previous  years.  The  warmest  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered,  to  the  gentlemen 
who  so  willingly  gave  their  valuable  services  and  enabled 
the  Committee  to  carry  on  this  useful  work.

Borrowers. — There  are  at  present  2,927  borrowers' 
tickets  in  force.  Of  these,  2,568  are  the  ordinary  tickets, 
issued  to  persons  residing  in  the  Borough,  346  are  students' 
tickets,  and  13  are  in  the  hands  of  non-residents.  The  total 
number  of  tickets  in  use  shows  a  decrease  of  81  on  the 
number  given  in  my  last  report.

Overdue  Books  and  Cash  Receipts.— It  was  found 
necessary  to  make  1,031  postal  applications  requesting  the 
return  of  books  kept  beyond  the  time  allowed,  and  17 
personal  applications  in  cases  where  the  postal  application 
had  proved  ineffective.  The  amount  received  in  fines  was 
£53  7s.  Id.,  which  works  out  at  an  average  of  about  15s. 
per  week.  The  total  cash  receipts  from  all  sources  was

Reference  Department.  The  number  of  books  now  in 
the  Reference  Department  is  2,527,  an  increase  of  123.  The 
number  of  volumes  consulted  was  3,701.  The  issue  from 
i  his  department  has  never  been  very  large,  partly  because 
the  people  of  Hat  ley  find  it  difficult  to  make  time 'to  use  it, 
bul  chiefly  because  the  books  stocked  there  do  not  appeal 
very  largely  to  the  residents  of  the  Borough.  An  effort  to 
popularise  the  department  and  extend  its  usefulness  is  now 
being   made   i>.\    forming    special  collections  of  books  dealing 


»  li. 

with  the  industries  of  the  district.  For  some  time  the 
Reference  Library  has  contained  a  good  number  of  books 
on  Coal  Mining,  and  now,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the 
Ex-Mayor,  Alderman  David  Stubley,  J.  P.,  our  collection  of 
books  dealing  with  the  Textile  trades  has  been  materially 
strengthened  and  increased.  The  aim  of  the  Committee1  in 
the  future  will  be  to  keep  these  collections  up-to-date,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  miners  and  the  textile  workers,  apd 
students  attending  the  Technical  School  will  make  the  fullesl 
possible  use  of  these  two  collections  of  books  which  arc. 
provided  for   their   special   benefit. 

Lists  of  Additions.  Lists  of  books  added  to  the  Library 
are  now  published  periodically  in  the  local  newspapers,  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  reprints  are  supplied 
for  gratuitous  distribution  among  our  readers.  The  publica- 
tion of  these  lists  in  the  newspapers  is  an  excellent  way  of 
making  known  to  our  readers,  and  the  public,  generally, 
what  books  arc  being  purchased,  ami  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Library.  Our  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  Editors  of  the 
"Batley  Reporter"  and  the  "  Batley  New-,'"  for  their  kind- 
ness in  finding  space  in  their  papers  tor  the  Lists,  and  for 
help  rendered  on  many  occasions  by  publishing  paragraphs 
calling  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  work  of  the  Library. 

School  Libraries.  An  important  feature  of  our  work 
during  the  past  twelve  months  has  been  the  co-operation 
between  the  Education  Committee  and  the  Library  Com- 
mittee in  the  establishment    of  a   number  of  small    Libraries 

in  the  schools  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough.  These 
libraries  have  been  provided  out  of  a  grant  of  E30  made 
by  the  Education  Committee,  who  also  appointed  a  suit- 
committee  to  act  with  the  Library  Committee  in  the  matter. 
Out  of  the  grant,  300  carefully  selected  volumes  and  live 
bookcases  were  purchased.  The  scheme  accepted  by  the 
Committees  provides  that  the  following  schools,  viz.  Car- 
linghow  Boys*.  Warwick  Road  Boys',  Healey  Mixed,  and  the 
Church  of  England  Schools  at  Hanging  Heaton,  Staineliffe, 
and  Brownhill,  shall  each  receive,  on  loan,  50  volumes,  the 
books  supplied  to  be  exchanged  periodically  (about  every 
eight  months)  between  one  school  and  another,  so  that  in 
the  course  of  time  the  whole  300  volumes  will  circulate  in 
each  of  the  schools.  The  scheme  is  working  very  satis- 
factorily, and  judging  from  the  reports  supplied  by  the  Head 
Masters,  and  the  number  of  volumes  issued,  the  libraries 
have  been  thoroughly  successful  and  are  doing  useful  work. 
The    books    were    put    into   circulation    in    April,    1912,    and 
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during  the  year  ending  March  31st,  191.3,  8,034  volumes 
were  circulated  in  the  six  schools.  This  large  issue,  together 
with  an  increased  issue  from  the  Juvenile  Section  of  the 
Public  Library,  clearly  shows  that  the  children  desire  to  read, 
and  will  read  good  books  if  they  are  provided  for  them,  and 
that  our  efforts  to  supply  suitable  reading  are  fully  ap- 
preciated by  the  children.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Edu- 
cation Committee  for  the  sympathic  manner  in  which  they 
received  this  Committee's  request  for  financial  help,  and  to 
the  Head  Masters  and  Teachers  for  their  cordial  co-operation, 
for  Avithout  their  aid  the  scheme  could  not  have  been  carried 
out. 

Reading   Circles. — During   the    Winter    of    1910-11,    two 

Reading  Circles  met  at  the  Library  each  month.  The  Circles 
took  for  their  subjects  "  Coming  Social  Reforms,"  and 
"  Shakespeare,"  the  former  Circle  being  led  by  Mr.  Norman 
L.  Frazer,  M. A.,  and  Mr.  Hamilton  Crothers,  and  the  latter 
Circle  by  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Butt-Thompson.  During  the  past 
winter  the  "  Shakespearean  "  Circle  has  again  met  (this  is 
for  the  third  year,  under  Mr.  Butt-Thompson's  leadership), 
the  session  being  inaugurated  on  Tuesday,  September  24th, 
by  Professor  F.  W.  Moorman,  M. A.,  Ph.D.,  of  Leeds  Uni- 
versity, who  delivered  before  a  large  and  appreciative 
audience,  an  excellent  lecture  on  "Shakespeare,  the  Man." 
The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  gentlemen 
named  above  for  leading  the  Reading  Circles,  and  to  Dr. 
Moorman  for  his  lecture. 

Half-Hour  Talks. — During  the  period  under  review,  two 
series  of  "  Talks  "  have  been  held.  Both  series  were  again 
Held  monthly,  on  Monday  evenings,  and  were,  I  am  pleased 
to  report,  better  attended  than  during  any  previous  session. 
The  "  Talks,"  which  were  all  upon  interesting  subjects,  as  a 
glance  al  the  list  appended  will  show,  were  heartily  enjoyed 
by  all  who  attended.  The  Committee  are  greatly  indebted  to 
the  gentlemen  named  below  for  delivering  the  "Talks,"  and 
for  iln'  help  they  have  thus  given  to  the  work  of  the  Library.

The  thanks 
of  the  Committee  have  been  tendered  to  all  donors,  a  list 
of  whom  is   embodied  in  this  report.

Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1914. 


To   the   Chairman   and   Members   of   the 

Batley   Public   Library  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  sixth 
report  on  the  work  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending 
March    31st,    1914. 

While  the  work  carried  out  during  the  period  under 
review  in  the  various  departments  has  not  been  of  an  ex- 
ceptional character  the  following  summary  of  the  work  ac- 
complished clearly  demonstrates  that  the  popularity  of  the 
Library  has  not  diminished  and  thai  its  general  efficiency 
and   usefulness   has    been   well   maintained. 

Stock.  The  additions  to  the  Library  Stock  during  the 
year  were  284  volumes  ;  83  of  which  were  presented  and 
201  purchased.  The  total  number  of  volumes  now  in  the 
Library  is  12,179,  or  177  less  than  we  had  twelve  months 
ago.  The  reduction  in  our  stock  is  due  to  the  discarding  of 
428  volumes  of  unclassified  donations  referred  to  in  my  last 
report,  which  on  examination  were  found  unsuitable  for  cir- 
culation, and  by  withdrawing  33  volumes  to  replace  worn  out 
copies.    The  stock  on  March  31st  was  allocated  as  follows:—

During  the  year  the  Stock  Books  were  re-written  and 
about  70  volumes  in  class  L.  (Literature)  were  re-classified 
with  the  result  that  the  number  of  books  in  this  class  was 
reduced  from  842  to  774.  Class  A.  (Philosophy)  shew-  a 
great  increase  in  numbers,  but  most  of  the  additions  are 
really  books  transferred  from  Class  L.,  the  actual  number  of 
volumes  purchased  anid  added  to  this  class  being  7.  The 
number  of  volumes  in  each  class  on  April  1st,  1913,  and  on 
March   31st,    1914  is  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

The  constant  circulation  has  caused  heavy  wear  and  tear 
among  the  more  popular  books  in  the  Lending  Library  and 
many  works  at  present  in  circulation  are  now  dirty  and 
ought  to  be  replaced  by  new  copies,  while  there  are-  many 
others  which  should  be  rebound  without  delay.  During  the 
year  only  123  volumes  were  replaced  at  a  net  cost  of 
£13  17s.  9d.,  and  357  volumes  were  rebound  at  a  cost  ofj- 
£25  0s.  10d.,  while  a  large  number  of  minor  repairs  weref 
again  done  on  the  premises  by  the  staff.  It  is  hoped  that 
sufficient  funds  will  be  available  during  the  present  year 
to  enable  us  to  spend  more  liberally  on  replacements  and| 
rebinding  and  bring  about  the  improvement  in  our  stock 
which  is  so  much  needed. 


Issues.  Although  the  Committee  were  not  able  to  pur- 
chase many  books  during-  the  past  year,  it  is  pleasing  to 
record  an  increase  in  the  number  of  books  circulated.  The 
number  of  volumes  issued  during  the  period  under  review 
was  59,580;  57,324  of  which  were  given  out  from  the 
Lending  Library  and  2,25G  from  the  Reference  Department. 
The  total  issues  in  the  previous  year  were  58,657  volumes  ; 
56,483  of  which  were  issued  from  the  Lending  Library  and 
2,171  from  the  Reference  Department.  A  glance  at  the 
table  of  issues  given  below  shews  that  increases  are  re- 
corded in  the  following  classes,  viz.,  Philosophy  (68),  Re- 
ligion (80),  Philology  (203),  Fine  Arts  (63),  Juvenile  Works 
(280),  Prose  Fiction  (761),  and  Literature  (48),  and  de- 
creases in  General  Works  (3),  Sociology  (66),  Natural  Science 
(293),  Useful  Arts  (38),  Music  (28),  History  and  Travel  (53) 
and  Biography  (96).  Fluctuations  in  a  library  issue  are 
always  difficult  to  explain,  and  the  only  cause  I  can  suggest 
for  the  large  decrease  in  the  issue  of  Natural  Science  is  tin1 
establishment  of  a  Library  with  a  collection  of  scientific 
works  at  the  Grammar  School,  while  the  increase  in  the 
issue  of  Prose  Fiction  is  probably  due  to  the  Committee's 
efforts  to  meet,  in  some  measure,  the  demands  of  our 
readers,  by  purchasing  more  Fiction  on  publication  instead 
of  waiting  for  second  hand  copies.  The  following  table  gives

Renovation  of  the  Library.  During  the  summer  the  in- 
terior of  the  Library  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  re -decorated 
at  a  cost  of  £"58  5s.  9d.,  the  work  being  done  by  Mr.  W.  II. 
Sykes,  of  Batley,  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Sur- 
veyor. The  Lending  and  Reference  Libraries  were  closed 
for  14  days,  and  the  Reading  Rooms  for  8  days,  to  enable 
this  very  necessary  work  to  be  done.  This  is  the  first 
renovation  of  the  premises  since  the  opening  of  the  Library 
in   1907. 

Reading  Circle.  The  Reading  Circle,  which  for  three 
years  studied  Shakespeare's  Works,  held  five  meetings  dur- 
ing the  Winter  season,  but  I  regret  to  report  that  the 
attendance  shewed  a  slight  falling  off  compared  with  previous 
years.  The  Rev.  F.  W.  Butt -Thompson  again  kindly  acted 
as   Leader   and   opened   the    session   with   a   very    interesting 
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talk  on  "  The  Lady  of  the  Sonnets,"  and  this  was  followed 
at  the  next  meeting  by  a  paper  on  Shakespeare's  "  Henry 
V. "  The  attendance,  however,  at  both  meetings,  was  very 
disappointing,  and  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  members  it  was 
decided  to  change  the  subject  of  the  Circle.  At  the  other 
three  meetings  papers  on  "  Kipling,"  "  Shelley,"  and  "  Byron  ' 
were  read  and  discussed "  and  although  the  attendance  was 
better  there  still  remained  room  for  improvement.  For  next 
Winter  session,  which  will  commence  in  October,  if  suf- 
ficient interest  is  shown,  several  promises  of  papers  have 
already  been  received  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  a  more 
successful  season.  The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  again 
due  to  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Butt-Thompson  for  the  interest  he 
has  taken  in  the  Circle  during  the  five  years  he  has  acted 
as  its  Leader. 


School  Libraries.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  the  continued 
success  of  the  co-operative  efforts  of  the  Library  Committee 
and  the  Education  Committee  to  provide  suitable  reading  for 
the  children  attending  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Borough. 
On  April  1st,  1913,  six  schools  were  each  receiving  50 
volumes,  but  in  January  of  this  year  four  more  schools  were 
added  to  the  scheme  and  the  number  of  books  supplied  was, 
in  the  case  of  nine  of  the  schools  increased  to  70,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  tenth  school,  to  120  volumes.  At  the  present 
time  750  volumes  are  in  circulation  in  the  schools,  and 
during  the  twelve  months  ending  March  31st,  1914,  the 
number  of  books  issued  reached  the  high  total  of  9,891. 
In  December  the  books  were  recalled  for  stock-taking  and 
examination,  when  it  was  found  necessary  to  rebind  138 
volumes  and  replace  14  others.  The  libraries  were  returned 
to  the  schools  in  January  and  will  be  recalled  again  for 
stocktaking  and  repairs  in  July.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Education  Committee  for  kindly  making  a  second  grant  of 
£30  which  enabled  the  scheme  to  be  extended,  and  to  the 
Head  Teachers  and  their  Assistants  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation in  carrying  out  this  work.  The  following  table

Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  Year  ending 
March  31st,  1915. 


To    the    Chairman'    and    Members    of    the 

Batley  Public  Library  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting:  to   you  my  report   on  the 
work  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1915. 

Stock.  During  the  past  twelve  months,  the  Library  Stock 
has  been  increased  by  651  volumes,  537  of  which  were  purchased, 
and  114  presented.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  at  the 
present  time  is  12,802.  Of  these  9,638  are  in  the  Lending  Depart- 
ment, 2,602,  including  1,331  Abridgments  of  Patents,  are  in  the 
Reference  Department,  and  562  duplicate  volumes,  chiefly  works  of 
Fiction,  form  a  reserve  Stock. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  owing  to  the  improved  state  of  our 
finances,  we  have  been  able,  in  addition  to  purchasing  a  slightly 
larger  number  of  new  books  than  usual,  to  improve  the  condition  of 
our  stock  by  spending  more  liberally  on  replacements  and  rebinding. 
During  the  year,  238  volumes  were  replaced,  and  511  rebound,  as 
compared  with  123  replaced,  and  357  rebound  during  the  preceding 
year.  The  cost  of  replacing  and  rebinding  books  will  increase  each 
year  with  the  growth  and  extended  use  made  of  the  Library,  and  to 


assist  us  to  meet  this  growing  expenditure,  a  small  binding  plant 
has  been  installed,  which  will  enable  some  of  the  work  to  be  done 
on  the  premises  by  the  staff  in  their  spare  time,  Unfortunately  since 
the  plant  was  purchased  we  have  not  been  able  to  devote  much  time 
to  the  rebinding  of  books,  and  I  am  therefore  unable  to  report  at 
length  on  this  matter  this  year,  but  judging  by  the  few  books  we 
have  done,  I  think  I  may  venture  to  predict  that  the  innovation  will 
prove  successful. 

The  Stock  has  been  checked  several  times  during  the  year, 
and  on  each  occasion  all  the  books  were  accounted  for.  It  is 
pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  although  over  160,000  volumes 
have  been  issued  from  the  Lending  Library  since  August,  1912,  when 
the  Open  Access  Svstem  was  inaugurated,  not  a  single  volume  has 
been  lost.

Issues.      The   Library  was  open  for  the  issue  of  books  on 
280 1  days,  as  against  269,^  days  during  the  preceding  year. 


The  combined  issue  from  the  Lending  and  Reference 
Departments  was  61,439  volumes,  a  daily  average  of  219  volumes,  as 
compared  with  a  total  issue  of  59,580  volumes,  and  a  daily  average 
of  221  volumes  as  recorded  in  my  last  report.  The  decrease, 
which  is  due,  without  doubt,  to  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Europe  in 
August  last,  is  very  trifling,  especially  when  we  take  into  considera- 
tion the  abncrmal  state  of  the  country,  the  amount  of  overtime 
worked  in  the  mills  of  the  town  during  the  first  six  months  of  the 
war,  and  the  number  of  our  readers  who  have  joined  His  Majesty's 
Forces.  Indeed,  it  is  surprising  that  our  circulation  has  not  been 
more  affected,  and  under  the  exceptional  circumstances  I  claim  that 
the  work  done  by  our  Lending  and  Reference  Departments  during 
the  year  has  been  quite  satisfactory,  and  fully  equal  to  that  of  past 
years.  As  was  expected,  the  books  of  a  lighter  character,  such  as 
Fiction,  Lure  Literature,  (which  includes  Poetry,  Dramatic  Works, 
Essays,  etc.).  Music,  and  Juvenile  Works,  all  show  an  increased  issue, 
but  in  all  the  other  classes,  with  the  exception  of  Sociology,  where 
there  is  a  slight  increase,  due  to  the  circulation  of  books  on  the  Army 
and  the  Navy,  there  are  decreases.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that 
the  percentage  of  Fiction  issued  during  the  year  was  57.54  as 
compared  with  a  percentage  of  55.73  during  the  year  1913-14.  The 
following  table  gives  the  number  of  books  issued  from  each  class 
during  the  years  1913-14,  and  1914-15.

Borrowers.  The  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  issued 
was  1,359,  and  1297  tickets  which  had  expired  were  cancelled.  The 
number  of  tickets  in  force  at  the  present  time  is  3,104,  as  compared 
with  3042  a  year  ago,  and  includes  276  Students'  Tickets,  which  are 
available  for  Non-Fictional  works  only,  and  15  tickets  issued  to 
persons  residing  at  Birstall  and  Gomersal.  The  actual  number  of 
borrowers  enrolled  is  2,814;  1,424  of  whom  are  females,  and  1,390 
males.

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  attendance  during  the  season  was  larger  than  during  any  previous 
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season,  the  average  number  present  being  97.  The  cordial  thanks 
of  the  Committee  are  hereby  tendered  to  ihe  undermentioned 
gentlemen  who  gave  Talks  during  the  past  Winter.

School  Libraries.  The  ten  School  Libraries  establish- 
ed by  the  Library  Committee  in  conjunction  with  the  Education 
Committee  continue  to  do  useful  work.  The  number  of  books  in 
circulation  is  750,  the  same  as  last  year,  but  the  number  of  books 
issued  has  risen  from  9,891  to  15,362^  an  increase  of  5.471  in  twelve 
months.  Since  these  School  Libraries  were  established  three  years 
ago,  33,287  volumes  have  been  issued  through  the  schools,  the  cost 
of  purchasing  the  books,  the  materials  for  ten  bookcases,  and  the 
rebinding  and  replacing  of  books  during  that  time  being  defrayed 
out  of  £60  (two  grants  of  £30),  made  by  the  Education   Committee. 
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During  the  same  period  37.226  volumes  were  issued  from  the  Juvenile 
Section  of  the  Lending  Library,  making  a  total  issue  of  70,513 
juvenile  works  in  three  years.  The  rending  of  so  many  well  written 
books,  20  per  cent  of  which  are  Non-Fictional  works,  is  bound  to 
have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  minds  of  the  young  people.  Indeed 
from  conversations  I  have  had  with  some  of  the  Head  Teachers,  I 
gather  that  the  high  standard  of  the  composition  done  by  the  child- 
ren is  very  largely  due  to  the  reading  of  good  and  suitable  books. 
Applications  have  been  made  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  several  other 
schools  in  the  Borough  for  boxes  of  books,  but  having  regard  to  the 
increased  demands  likely  to  be  made  upon  the  Education  rate  during 
the  coming  year,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  defer  the  extension  of 
the  scheme  to  other  schools  for  the  present.  The  Education  Com- 
mittee have  kindly  made  a  third  grant  ol  £"30,  but  this  will  be  spent 
on  rebinding  and  replacing  many  of  the  books  which  are  now  showing 
signs  of  wear  Again  another  year  it  is  hoped  the  Education  Com- 
mittee may  be  in  a  position  to  extend  the  system  and  provide 
Libraries  for  the  rest  of  the  schools  in  the  Borough.

Committee.  The  Library  Committee  has  lost,  by  his 
removal  to  Doncaster,  the  valuable  services  of  the  Rev.  O.  K.  Hobbs 
M.A.,  who  was  a  co-opted  member  of  the  Committee  for  over  seven 
and  a  half  years.  As  a  member  of  the  Books  Sub-Committee  Mr. 
Hobbs  rendered  great  service^  his  extensive  knowledge  of  books  being 
placed  always  freely  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee.  The  follow- 
ing resolution  was  unanimously  passed  by  the  Committee  : —
